MOSCOW, Dec. 5 (AP).—Soviet 
Russia has given notice of with- 
drawal from sessions of the League 
of Nations called to act on Fin- 
land’s charge of aggression. Rus- 
sia, in fact, construes the invitation 
as an insult. 

At Geneva, League circles took 
for granted, in view of the Russian 
response and a movement among 
South American League members 
for expulsion of Russia, that the 
Soviet Union would withdraw com- 
pletely from the League, or be 
forced out. 

Even as Leningrad military head- 
quarters last night reported deepen- 
ing advances into Finland, Tass, 
official Russian news agency, an- 
nounced rejection of the League in- 
vitation on the ground that “the 
Soviet Union is not in a state of 
war with Finland and does not 
threaten the Finnish people with 


‘war.” 


League machinery for sessions of 
the Council and Assembly next Sat- 
urday and Monday, respectively, 
was started Sunday on the request 
of Rudolf Holsti, Finland’s per- 
manent League delegate, that the 
League “take all necessary meas- 
ures to check the aggression” of the 
Soviet Union.

DETROIT, Dec. 5 (AP).—A spe- 
cial Federal grand jury today in- 
dicted 35 individuals, eight manu- 


facturing concerns, three contrac- 
tors’ associations, two AFL union 
locals and jobbers charging that a 
monopoly had been created in the 
tile trade in the Detroit area. 

The indictment was brought un- 
der the anti-trust laws. Federal 
officials said it was the first time 
a criminal indictment ever was re- 
turned against all branches of an 
industry. 

The indictment charges that a 
conspiracy existed to drive out of 
business 60 independent tile con- 
tractors, by shutting off their tile 
supply and their labor supply. 
The Detroit Tile Contractors’ As- 
sociation, the Greater Detroit Tile 
Contractors’ Association and the 
Tile Contractors’ Association of 
America, three of the defendants, 
are named as the only mediums 
through which contractors in this 
area could obtain tile.

The State gallonage taxes im- 
posed by the State Liquor Control

“hard” liquors, 2 cents a gallon 
for light wine and 10 cents a gal-

Origin of Section 10-A. 

The original city liquor control 
ordinance, approved March 23, 1934, 
did not contain a gallonage tax pro- 
vision. Section 10-A, setting up 
such a levy, was added to the ordi- 
nance on Aug. 9, 1935. 

Section 10-A provided that in ad- 
dition to license charges prescribed 
by the city ordinance, liquor deal- 
ers must pay a tax of 80 cents a 
gallon for the privilege of selling 
brandy, whisky or similar liquors 
in St. Louis, and taxes of 2 cents a

About 40,000 More Men 
Summoned for ‘Wartime 
Service,’ Bringing Armed 
Force to 150,000, — 


STOCKHOLM, Dec. 5 (AP). — 
Sweden; in increasing alarm at the 
extent of the Soviet Russian incur- 
sion into Finland, called more 
troops to the colors today and for 


the first time acknowledged 
“partial mobilization.” 

About 40,000 men, including ar- 
tillerymen, engineers and commis- 
sary detachments, were ordered in- 
to service, bringing to about 150,- 
000 the number under arms—as 
against a normal standing force of 
20,000. The troops are for “wartime 
service,” published notices said. 
Previous military orders referred 
ohly to “preparedness.” 

Volunteers to Aid Finns. 

The number of Swedes enlisting 
in volunteer corps for service with 
the Finns passed 1000 today, and 
more than 1,000,000 kronur ($240,- 
000) was subscribed by citizens for 
their benefit. 

Sweden itself, however, continued 
to direct its efforts toward neutral- 
ity, one official informant remark- 
ing, “we may be wealthy, but our 
forces are too small to send to the 
aid of another country.” 

Finnish refugees reaching Hap- 
aranda, on the Swedish side of the 
frontier, related today they were 
machine-gunned by Russian planes 
which they rushed out to greet 
near Petsamo in the mistaken be- 
lief they were Red Cross craft. 

Newpapers and citizens’ or- 
ganizations in Stockholm are 
gathering clothes and raising 
funds for the refugees, whose num- 
bers are increasing rapidly. 

Erkko Among Arrivals. 

Among about 250 Finns and 
Swedes ariving from Helsinki and 
Abo yesterday was Eljas Erkko, 
former Finnish Foreign Minister, 
who is to be Charge d’Affaires in 
Stockholm. Erkko and the Swed- 
ish Foreign Minister, Richard 
Sandler, conferred until after mid- 
night.

In a letter concurred in by Di- 
rector of Public Utilities Edward E. 
Wall and Baxter L. Brown, pres- 
ident of the Board of Public Serv- 
ice, Director of Streets and Sewers 
McDevitt mentioned a number of 
possible measures. These included 
a municipal coke plant, purchase 
of the Laclede Gas Light Co. by 
the city and local private interests 
jointly, and construction of a num- 
ber of central heating plants which 
also would be electrical generating 
plants. 


McDevitt’s letter to the 
follows: 


“In response to your request I 
am submitting the following ob- 
servations concerning smoke elimi- 
nation: 

“First of all, Commissioner 
Tucker has been making progress 
under trying conditions. He is en- 
titled to support and encouragement 
from all concerned. 

“Rome was not built in a day. 
Neither will smoke be made to dis- 
appear with a magician’s wand. If 
present methods are considered 
dilatory, quick action can be se- 
cured through prohibiting the use 
of Illinois coal, at least for domes- 
tic purposes. Such drastic action 
would likely work a financial] hard- 
ship on those least able to pay the 
increased cost of gaseous, or some 
other form of low volatile fuel. In- 
cidentally, trade retaliation from 
residents of Illinois is a possibility 
which might follow. 

“Whether a municipal coke plant 
is the answer can be determined 
only after a very careful and thor- 
ough investigation. It must be re- 
membered that many citizens have 
a financial interest. in the local 
utility which furnishes gas and 
coke. Under the circumstances this 
concern should be afforded ample 
opportunity to correct the present 
conditions. If this is not possible 
and if a municipal coke plant is 
found to be inadvisable, then the 
next step might be the joint pur- 
chase of the Laclede G Light 
Co. by the City of St. Louis and 
local capital. With this concern 
owned and operated locally and 
with the city, through its financial 
interest, having a voice in the man-

“It is suggested that a competent 
engineering group be appointed to 
pass on what shall be considered 
to be a smokeless fuel and to defi- 
nitely establish a standard by 
which it may be judged.

“In consideration of the city’s 
purchase of this gas the city would

“Furthermore, that there be set 
aside in asinking fund either 5 or 10 
cents per tom on each ton of proc- 
essed fuel. This sinking fund to 
be a portion of the cost of manu- 
facturing and to be administered 
by some designated agency for re- 
search towards the improvement in 
the fuel and the utilization of the 


by-products, etc. A report of the 
work done with this fund and an 
accounting to be rendered to the 


agement, the taxpayers would be 
assured of satisfactory results. 


“Southern Illinois coal has been 
and can be processed, using about 
10 per cent of low volatile Eastern 
coal in the mixture. This state- 
ment can be substantiated by con- 
tacting such well-known manufac- 
turers of coke ovens as the Kop- 
pers Co. and the Semet-Solvay Co., 
although, no doubt, these concerns 
would naturally prefer using coals 
from Eastern fields where they are 
interested. Any modern coke plant 
installation is an expensive propo- 
sition and the investment might 
be considered hazardous due to the 
possibility of a natural gas field 
development in nearby ‘territory, 
such as Southern Illinois. 


‘Tilinois coal can be burned with- 
out smoke in industrial plants, but 
adequate furnace volume and over- 
fire air are just as important as 
suitable fuel burning equipment. 
These two factors are often over- 
looked. Regardless of. the equip- 
ment used and the excellence of 
plant, design, due allowance must 
be made for human behavior in 
operation. 

“There are a number of locations 
in St. Louis where modern heating 
plants can be installed. The opera- 
tion, with Illinois coal, can be made 
smokeless. Such an arrangement 
would eliminate many small plants 
which are contributing to our air 
pollution. The steam so distribut-

“It is understood, of course, that 
these suggestions would not affect 
the status of the present ordigance 
but would only be additional ad- 
juncts. 

“I offer these suggestions for 
what they are worth, I am _ not 
bound to them in any way.”

ed could be used for heating during 
the winter months and used for air 
conditioning during the summer. 
Relatively high pressure steam could 
be generated and expanded through 
a non-condensing turbo generator 
to produce electricity as a by-prod- 
uct. There is nothing new or ex- 
perimental about this idea. It is 
both practical and economical. 
Just why the utilities are expand- 
ing large generating stations, when 
by installing a number of these 
heating plants they can avoid con- 
densing, transmission and trans- 
former losses, is difficult to under- 
stand. These heating plants are a 
success and a distinct aid in smoke 
abatement. If the utilities will not 
co-operate in this sort of develop- 
ment, then the city, in conjunction 
with civic leaders, should do so. 


“The greatest emission of smoke 
occurs in the poorer residential sec- 
tions such as the area bounded by 
Grand boulevard on the west, Jef- 
ferson avenue on the east, Market 
street on the south and Page ave- 
nue on the north. The character 
of these dwellings will not permit 
any expensive heating installations, 
and gas or coke are the _ logical 
fuels for smokeless combustion. As 
already stated, Southern [Illinois 
coal can be processed by established 
methods to produce a satisfactory 
gas and coke for domestic use. 


“The price charged Yor these 
fuels depends a great deal upon 
what can be secured from the sale 
of by-products such as ammonium- 
sulphate, tar, benzol and _ toluol. 
Under war conditions the latter are 
in demand for use in the manu- 
facture of high explosives. There 
are other valuable by-products to 
be obtained from processing, but 
these are largely restricted to for- 
eign practice. Perhaps a_ large 
chemical concern like the Monsanto 
Chemical Co. might be interested 
in developing additional by-products 
from this processing. It is very im- 
portant to secure the maximum 
possible return from by-products, 
as this will bring down the selling 
price of gas and coke. 


“Therefore, with coal purchased 
at the right price and a maximum 
return from by-products, gas and 
coke should be dispensed at com- 
petitive figures. Furthermore, an 
arbitrary reduction in the sales 
price of these smokeless fuels, cou- 
pled with an intensive sales effort, 
emphasizing an appeal for the use 
of such fuels, should increase the 
volume of sales. If this occurs, 
unit operating costs would, be low- 
ered, which in turn would produce 
satisfactory earnings notwithstand- 
ing the reduced sales price. 
“Summing up, may I state, the 
various approaches to this problem 
should all be thoroughly investigat- 
ed, none being emphasized to the 
exclusion of others. This burden 
should not rest solely on your ad- 
ministration. The utilities, mer- 
chants, manufacturers, and in fact 
all citizens, should share this re- 
sponsibility with you. The success 
of this endeavor depends upon the 
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hearty and unselfish co-operation 
of ajl St. Louisans. 

“Smoke may even be linked with 
traffic congestion, both of which 
are causing a decentralization of 
business, with conditions daily 
growing worse. It is high time for 
everyone to put their shoulders to 
the wheel and get St. Louis out of 
this rut.”

Mayor Reviews Efforts. 

In opening the meeting Mayor 
Dickmann thanked those present, 
the group including nearly all of 
those invited, and review the meas- 
ures taken by his administration 
heretofore in the fight on smoke.

Meeting Votes Confidence.

The Bears accounted for four 
records in ground gaining gnd two 
in scoring by running up points 
and 3988 yards against opponents. 
Washington and Green Bay also 
exceeded the former 1l-game marks 
in these departments of-play, The 
antics of those three clubs largely 
was responsible for the new league 


more than were chalked up last 
year. 

Four new passing records were 
written into the books, and they, 
in turn, led to a fifth mark—a new 
high in efficiency for the league. 
Cleveland with 127 completions in 
253 tosses for 50.1 per cent broke 
the former mark for 250 or more 
passes thrown.- The Rams also 
broke the old completion total by 
13. 

Washington eclipsed the league 
efficiency mark by over 9 per cent 
by completing 117 out of 201 passes 
for 58.2 per cent. Detroit and Phil- 
adelphia each completed 21 passes 
in one game, three more than the 
old mark. A total of 951 comple- 
tions out of 2238 brought the league 
efficiency mark to 42.4 per cent— 
or 2 per cent better than ever be- 
fore, 

Néw York, with 14 field goals, 

reached a new high in that depart- 
ment and helped elevate the league 
total to 55. Both are new records. 
Detroit tied another field goal 
mark with four successful place- 
ments in one game.

PARACHUTE TROOPS’ WEAKNESS 


Surprise and Co-ordinated Support Necessary 
to Success, Fletcher Pratt Says—Diffi- 
culties of Arctic Campaigning.

OWEVER unpleasant the spec- 

tacle of the Soviet’s bullying 

war on Finland, it has at least 
the merit of providing answers to 
some bothersome military ques- 
tions. It seems likely to provide 
answers to several more before it 
ends, whether that end is armistice, 
the conquest of Finiand or Rus- 
sian withdrawal. 

The most important of these 
answers is with regard to the para- 
chute troops which have received 
so much publicity. The theory was 
that they would come floating 
down at some point behind the 
enemy lines with their machine- 
guns and ammunition ana, aided 
by a frontal attack on those lines 
at the same time, produce a 
break-through. Another use fore- 
— for them was that of seizing 

a landing-point—a “bridgehead,” 
the technical military term—on a 
defended céast or river. As soon as 
they nad databliahed themselves at 
such a#point the army using them 
could send in considerable forces 
by water, behind the lines the para- 
chutists set up. 

The Russians have tried their 
parachute troops for both types 
of operation, and they have proved 
a bust at both. In Karelia, where 
the landing behind the fighting 
front was attempted, machine-guns 
mounted to fight low-flying air- 
planes slaughtered the parachutists 
before they ever hit the ground. 
It proved to be nothing more than 
a new version of the old futile 
business of infantry attacking a 
position without fire support to 
neutralize the hostile machine- 
guns. 


One Chance of Success. 


There is only one case in which 
this type of unsupported infantry 
attack succeeds—when it achieves 
such complete surprise that the 
machine-guns never come into ac- 
tion. But it does not seem likely

that parachutists can ever attain 
this type of surprise. 

The moment the bombers come 
over, whether they are loaded with 
men.or explosives, every ground 
sentry and machine-gunner gets 
ready for trouble. Military men in 
other countries pointed all this out 
long ago, remarkihg that para- 
chutists could be used only as sui- 
cide squads to sell their lives while 
destroying some bridge or muni- 
tions depot far in the rear. The 
Russians persisted in -maintaining 
the contrary. Now they know. 

At Petsamo, it seems that the 
parachutists tried the other type of 
operation for which they were de- 
signed, that of setting up a bridge- 
head for a landing on a coast. They 
scored a temporary success here, 
but one neatly illustrating the dif- 
ficulties of the operation. On the 
first day, probably before the local 
Finnish authorities knew tHere was 
a war, they came drifting down 


But the Finns counterattacked and 
took it back before the parachutists 
could be supported. 
Co-ordination Necessary. 
Whether the Russians later re- 
took the place (as they claim) or 
not (as the Finns claim) is without 
importance with regard to the value 
of parachute troops. The point is 
that the seizure of a bridgehead 
from the air as the first move in an 
attack is a combined operation. 
Like all combined operations it de- 
mands the hair-trigger timing of 
train schedules on a subway. In 
war, it is seldom possible to get this 
timing when dealing with two 
forces as widely different in speed 
and method as infantry dropping 
by parachute and supporting arms 
moving by water. At least the Rus- 
sians do not seem to have achieved 
it at Petsamo. 
Next most important of the an- 
swers to come through from Fin- 
land is that regarding the difficul- 
ties of Arctic campaigning.

Not the least important result of the adjudication 
of these cases will be a clear determination of the 
applicability of the anti-trust statutes to labor unions. 
The Supreme Court's decision in the milk case did 
not clear thié much-debated point, since Chief Justice 
Hughes held that the question was not open on the 
Government’s appeal. 

William Green, president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, has protested in vain to Attorney-Gen- 
eral Murphy against anti-trust proceedings against 
union officials. In the belief of the Attorney-General, 
unionists are within the scope of the law. 

However, while waiting for a clear-cut decision, 
labor should read the handwriting on the wall. New 
safeguards have been thrown about its right to or- 
ganize and to demand collective bargaining. How- 
ever, if labor hopes to enjoy public good will, it can- 
not afford leadership that uses its economic power 
to retard general prosperity. 

It may be that, in the end, the Supreme Court will 
hold that unions are not subject to the Sherman 
law. If so, trade unionists can expect restrictive 
legislation unless they rid themselves of irresponsible 
leaders. As we have said before, Congress did not 
want the Sherman and the Clayton acts used to bar 
labor organization, but there. is no reason to believe 
that it ever meant to grant unionists a blanket

Disclosures of strange doings in. the St. Louis pub- 


‘lic séhool system's finances come to light almost 


daily. Yesterday's instaliment dealt with the mystery 
of the school book bindery—and it is a story with 
several weird and unexplained aspects. : 

After finishing this chapter, readers will have sey- 
eral questions to ask. Why, if the Board of Educa- 
-tion has a bindery of its own capable of doing satis- 
factory work, has it paid more than $67,000 to pri- 
vate concerns since 1928 for rebinding school books? 


Why, although it would ‘cost only $5500 to put the 


school bindery in thoroughly modern condition, did 
the board pay $3914 to two out-of-town firms last 
year? ‘ 

The awards to private firms were made by the 
Board of Education, on the recommendation of the 


Supply Commissioner, the late Edmund M. Brown, 


and his assistant, Charles Lee Barr, later Supply Com- 
missioner, and now awaiting trial on six: charges of 
embezzling school funds. Why did Barr take the work 


away from the school bindery and give it to the out- 


of-town firms? Strangely, one of these concerns em- 


ployed five of Barr’s relatives, and still employs |, 


three of them.

HE little man, sitting in his little home,

It 
hates him more than it hated the Kaiser in 
1916. The toothiest of British lecturers can 
add only a drop to the brimming bucket of 
our hate. 


We shall need every resource of our in- 
genuity, money and humanism to keep out. 
In such a setting, I have a feeling of dread- 
ful and grotesque inadequacy when I read 
a newspaper editorial agitatedly warning 
us that Charles Boyer is coming from France 
to make motion pictures as “propaganda” for 
the Allies; an editorial calling on America 
to rally against Boyer.

would do the first work in the field 
before the wounded would go to 
the casualty clearing stations, 
where there are military nurses 
and hospital equipment with X- 
rays, and then, if seriously wound- 
ed, would be sent to base hospitals, 
In time of action the purpose of 
this organization is to give rapid 
treatment to the wounded and pass 
them through all these stations as

42-CYLINDER MOTOR 
FOR PLANES; SPEED 
400 MILES AN HOUR 


Engine, Built Secretly in U. S., 
Would Lift Machine Al- 
most Vertically. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 5 (AP).— 
Secret development of a _liquid- 
cooled, 42-cylinder motor that may 
propel one of the world’s fastest 
planes was disclosed last night at 
the convention of the American So- 
ciety of Mechanical Engineers. 

Dr. Alexander Klemin, professor 
of aeronautics at New York Uni- 
versity, said the motor was being 
built by “one of the major engine 
manufacturers” but because of Gov- 
ernment secrecy no details were 
available. 

Aircraft authorities said such a 
motor should develop a speed of 
more than 400 miles an hour and 
would have enough power to pull ar 
airplane almost vertically after the 
takeoff. 

They pointed out that the largest 
airplane engine now in use has only 
18 cylinders—although one with 24 
was exhibited at the New York 
World’s Fair. 

A 48cylinder, 4000-horsepower 
Italian airplane engine was de 
veloped recently, but has not been 
adopted for practical military pur- 


poses because it cannot carry ade- 
quate armament or enough fuel for 
long-distance flying.

an uncomfortable and probably un- 
profitable business. Not only must 
soldiers be specially clothed for 
Arctic weather, the columns must 
also earry fuel both for their motors 
and for the men, and the men must 
have special foods.

LLEWELYN POWYS, AUTHOR, 
DIES IN SWITZERLAND AT 55 


Brother of John Cowper and T. F. 
Powys, Native of Dorset, Suc- 
cumbs at Davos Piatz. 

LONDON, Dec. 5 (AP).—The 
death of Llewelyn Powys, the 
author, at Davos Platz, Switzer- 
land, Saturday, was announced to- 
day in London. He was 55 years 
old, a native of Dorchester, Dorset. 


Powys was stricken with tuber- 
culosis at the age of 25 and strug- 
gled with the disease intermittent- 
ly for the rest of his life. This 
strongly influenced his writings. 

Youngest of 11 children of the 
Rev. Charles Francis Powys and 
Mary Cowper Johnson, he was the 
brother of John Cowper Powys and 
Theodore Francis Powys, both wide- 
ly known writers. Their descent 
was traced from William Cowper 
and John Donne. 

Powys traveled extensively in 
pursuit of health and made several 
trips to the United States. He met 
his wife, Alyse Gregory of Norwalk, 
Conn., an editor of the Dial, in 
America. They had no children. 

Powys’ best known work was 
“Black Laughter,” based on his 
memories of Africa. Other books 
included “Confessions of Two 
Brothers,” “Ebony and Ivory,” “The 


Essays.”

ON SMALL HOMES 


Veneer Walls as Saving 


to Owners. 


Suggestions that the city . build- 
ing code be revised to permit con- 
crete block foundations and brick 
veneer construction to effect a sav- 
ing for the small-home buildér were 
made last night at a meeting of 
the Builders’ Guild of St. Louis at 
the Kings-WaysHotel. 

The Guild, composed of builders 
specializing in small-home construc- 
tion, had under discussion the De- 
partment of Justice announcement 
in Washington yesterday that some 
municipal building codes were sus- 
pected of fostering rackets. 

Several of the contractors point- 
ed out that St. Louis County munic- 
ipalities allowed concréte block con- 
struction on foundations. The con- 
tractors declared brick. veneer 
buildings were proving satisfactory 
in southern and eastern sections of 
the country. 

Saving to Owner Cited. 

W. P. Cole, one of the largest 
operators in his field, said many 
more small homes. could be built in 
the city if. the code would allow the 
concrete block construction. “The 
concrete blocks will hold up as well 
Cole said. 
“Hundreds of smali-home jobs 
have gone to the county because 
of the.city’s restriction on concrete 
block construction.” 

Cole. said a. poured concrete 
foundation for a small home usually 
cost $500 to $600, while a concrete 
block foundation would cost from 
$200 to $300. 

A. R. Darr suggested that a re- 


‘| vision of the code requiring 13-inch 


brick wall construction would lower 
the costs of small homes. Darr said 
thinner walls, properly built of to- 
day’s materials, are even stronger 
then the thick walls of past years. 

The fact that the city is now mod- 
ernizing its building code, which 
was last revised in 1930, is an ad- 
mission that the code is “somewhat 
antiquated,” C. J. Muren, another 
builder, stated. 

Delay Over Permits Assailed. 

Some of the 35 members attend- 
‘ng the meeting strongly condemned 
the delay and red tape they said 
they encountered in getting per- 
mits at the City Hall. Some said 
that to get a simple permti it was 
necessary to waste a half a day or 
a full day. 

The steering committee of the 
group of city offiicals, architects 
and engineers who have been work- 
ing for two years to Modernize the 
code, was scheduled-to meet at the 
Engineers’ Club last night but the 
meeting was laid over a week be- 
cause a quorum did not attend. 
The. steering committee is head- 
ed by Oscar Mullgardt, architect. 

Charles A. Welsch, building com- 
missioner of St. Lotis, is a mem- 
ber of the committee. Welsch de- 
fended St. Louis’ building code yes- 
terday and told the Post-Dispatch 
the code protected contractors and 
home builders alike. Welsch said. 
however, that builders acknowl- 
edged that it needed revision in 
view of modern construction meth- 
ods. The committee is expected to 
submit the revised code to _ the 
Board of Aldermen within two 
months. 


GOVERNMENT DENIES PAROLES 
TO LOUIS AND MORRIS LONDE 


Brothers Serving Five-Year Terms 
- in Connection With Failure 

of Their Garment Firm. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Louis 
and Morris Londe, brothers and 
partners in thé bankrupt Pearl 
Garment Co. of St. Louis, who are 
serving five-year terms in Leaven- 
worth penitentiary on charges re- 
sulting from the failure of their 
company, have been denied parole, 
the Department of Justice an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The brothers, who have been in 
prison since February, 1938, applied 
for parole. Louis was sentenced 
for concealing assets of $76,000 with 
intent to defraud creditors, Morris 
was convicted of perjury and con- 
spiracy to conceal assets. Creditors 
lost about $125,000 in the failure of 
the Pearl Garment Co. 

The Londes are brothers of Isa- 
dore Londe, gangster and former 
convict, now held at Los Angeles 
on a robbery charge. He is also 
under 25-year sentence for bombing 
a St. Louis cleaning shop. 


INVESTMENT BANKER GETS

If a 
tooth gives trouble and the X-ray 
shows the presence of a stone, 
either the nerve must be removed 
and the nerve canal filled, or the 
tooth must be removed. 


Is a vegetable and milk diet good 
for reducing? 

The vegetable and milk diet for 
reducing is by no means new. As 
long as a hundred years ago it was 
known that vegetables and milk 
constituted a good reduction diet. 
No more graphic description of the 
difficulties under which overweight 
people suffer and the relief ob- 
tained upon losing weight can be 
found than the experience of Dr. 
George Cheyne as recorded in the 
European Magazine of 1824: 

“I wish corpulent people no dis- 
eases for their cure; still less can I 
recommend medicines to them. Dr. 
Fothergill observes that a strict ad- 
herence to vegetable diet reduces 
exuberant fat more certainly than 
any other means that he knows, 
and Dr. Cheyne furnished, in his 
own person, an extraordinary in- 
stance of its efficacy. This phy- 
sician, when between 30 and 40 
years of age, had, by indulgence in 
the pleasures of the table, swelled 
to such a size as to exceed 30-stone 
weight. He was obliged to have 
the whole side of his chariot made 


jopen to admit him; and he grew 


short-breathed, lethargic, nervous 
and scorbutic, so that his life be- 
came an intolerable burden. In 
this deplorable condition, after try- 
ing in vain all the power of. medi- 
cine, he resolved to confine him- 
self to a milk and vegetable diet, 
the good effect of which quickly 
appeared. His size was reduced al- 
most to a third, and he recovered 
his strength, activity and cheerful- 
ness, with the perfect use of all his 
faculties,” 


I am in receipt of a report which 
shows the changes that are made in 
medical care as a result of the war. 
The London hospitals have been 
cleared as far as possible of ordi- 
nary patients in order to provide 
accommodations for the large num- 
ber of casualties expected. They 
only maintain about 20 per cent of 
their accommodations for cases of 
urgent illness, and only cases from 
the district in which the hospital is 
situated are admitted. Certain kinds 
of medical service are entirely cur- 
tailed; the use of radium is an ex- 
ample. Most of the national stock of 
radium has been buried at the foot 
of a 50-foot hole especially drilled 
for use in war time. The radium 
and its containers are in a steel cyl- 
inder which, before being lowered, 
was loaded at the well head by an 
operator who stood for protection 
behind a thick block of lead.

dummy has shown strength, in 
which case a lead away from an 
ace may go through a K-J and give 
the declarer a hard guess. The 
fact remains that the low club was 
led and should have been instru- 
mental in later giving ‘declarer a 
“count” of the adverse distribution, 
East took the first trick with the 
club jack and returned the club 
king, then shifted to the deuce of 
diamonds. Declarer’s ace won and 
the club 10 was led and ruffed, 
On this trick West's ace fell, 
which declarer should have. ac 
cepted as proof that West now 
was void of clubs. A _ spade 
was led toward the closed 
hand, East ducked, and the queen 
lost to the king. West returned 
the diamond queen. Declarer won 
with the king and exited with his 
remaining spade. West’s 10 held 


and the spade jack was led back. ' 


Declarer ruffed East's ace and now 
had to make a choice between two 
lines of play. Dummy’s spades had 
been established: if the trump suit 
broke 3-3 declarer could lay down 
the king and queen, then enter 
dummy with the heart ace and 
claim the balance. But.if the heart 
suit failed to break, this plan 
could not succeed. 

In order to decide which plan 
had the better chance of working 


out, declarer bethought himself of 


the adverse distribution as revealed 
up to that point. It was reasona- 
ble to assume that West had start- 
ed with three clubs, and the fact 
that he had held three spades was 
established. The fall of the dia- 
monds made it appear almost ce 
tain that he had also started with 
three of these. East had led what 
was almost surely a fourth best 
diamond; West had played the dia- 
mond eight on the first round and 
the diamond queen on his own later 
return. This made it likely that he 


were true he had originally started 
with four hearts and East there- 
fore with only one. Obviously, 
there was a much greater chance 
that the jack lay with the four 
card length than that it was sin- 
gieton in East’s hand.

Add one cup 
of scalding hot milk and stir until 
the cheese has melted into the milk, 
Beat three eggs thoroughly with a 
rotary whipper and add to the 
cheese mixture, stirring until it is 
thickened and creamy. Season with| 
salt and cayenne and pour over 
slices of hot toast. Serve imme- 
diately.
